Isaiah had the same 
thought in mind when he said, “Let the 
wicked forsake his way, and the un- 
righteous man his thoughts," because 
man's thoughts point the way.

His thoughts and actions de- 
termine what he becomes in conscious- 
ness. His memory holds either a peace- 
ful or disturbed impression of himself. 
Man is responsible for all the things 
that are in his mind and until he realizes 
that fact he is as helpless to change 
that conseiousness as a baby is to walk 
on the day if it's birth. When that 
realization does come then man becomes 
free, free to think, to act, and to become 
perfect. However, man will never know 
himself in his entirety until he allows 
all of the potential that is within him- 
Self as a spiritual being to come into his 
consciousness. 

This real inner self, which Paui calls 
the “Christ within you" whieh forms 
"the hope of glory" and which Jesus 
ealls the indwelling f'ather in its oper- 
ation in the kingdom of heaven, can

come into the consciousness of every 
individual. 

If man knew what the intent of the 
highest part of man is he would be able 
to give that intent expression, thus 
driving out of his consciousness all 
other intentions. 

In reality, peace of mind comes only 
when man knows he is correlating his 
thought, action, and intent with the 
Divine thought, action and intent.

Having been asked to write for Weltmer's 
Magazine, it seems to me that I cannot do 
better than give a sketeh of the wonderful 
ways by which I have been brought into this 
type of thought and teaching. 

My mother passed on when I was 2 from 
tubereulosis and we were a very delicate 
family, as she had been ill for some years. 

When I was between 6 and 
7, my father had typhoid 
fever and this was followed 
by a large abscess in the leg. 

I used to love to watch the 
nurse dress this wound and 
made up my mind that God 
would make me well and 
strong so that I could train 
as a nurse when old enough. 
This idea got firmly fixed in 
my mind and I was always 
praying for health and 
strength, and if I did get a 
cold, I used to think: Never' 
mind, this won’t be much. 
God is making me well and 
strong so that I can be a 
nurse. This can’t hurt me.” 
No one ever knew of this ’till 
J was much older and then I 
began. to look after my 
family’ when they were sick. 


In due time I went to one of our,large Lon- 
den hospitals and when I got poisoning in my 
fingers was dismissed. This was absolutely 
unfair and the Sisters of the various wards 
I had worked in tried to make the Matron 
change her verdict but she was adamant, The 
trouble that I had been chosen by one Matron 
who left before the new probationers entered 
the hospital and the new Matron found some 
reason to dismiss everyone of the batch of 50 


who came with me long hefore I left. 


As soon as I was well I wanted to try at 
Some other hospital but my Mother (step- 
"mother and the best anyone could have, God 
bless her!) would, not allow me to go so I 
sinyed and looked after her and my sister for

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years. This sister took up an operatic career 
and it entailed much traveling, so I packed 
and unpacked, sewed and did for them in every 
way and always went behind the scenes with 
my sister being responsible for her accessories 
and costumes. 

One day we met an American lady in Milan, 
Mrs. Charles Brodie Patterson. “What,” she 
said, “You do not know of 
iy husband! I will lend you 
cne of his books." That eve- 
ning she brought me a whole 
armful of books.

needed. I thought if I can 
learn to heal people all over 
the world it will be better 
than nursing and I can still 
be here with my people and 
not shirk my duty.

happened to have a sore 
throat, I immediately began 
to pray and treat her. The 
next morning she said: “An 


extraordinary thing happen- 
ed. I hada sore. throat 
yesterday and this morn- 
ing it has gone instead of turning to a 
cold as it usually does.” JI kept quiet and 
there being s good number of singers in, the 
hotel I (rented them whenever I heard ny 
complaint. Then my sister's, throat got gore 
agcin and again the result was a complete 
cure, This time when she was wondering and 
talking about it I told her of my experiment 
but begged her not to tell anyone. Unfortun- 
ately she told à famous opera singer who was 
in the same hotel and who laughed and mocked 
at the whole subject. However, one of her 


friends came in a few days later, an American. 


lady, who some years before had had a ser- 
ious operation. Not feeling well and hearing 
that her swiss specialist was in Milan she went 
to see him and was told that she had a growth

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as big as his tliumb-nail on the old scar and 
she must be operated on immediately. She 
was in a terrible state of fear and I was sent 
for and told to treat her. I said that I couldn't 
it was too big à thing for me as it was such 
a short time that I had known about this she 
had better go w the Christian Scientists (the 
only healers l knew of), but she wouldn't and 
she pointed her finger at me and said: “You 
—you must heal me or no-one else. I do not 
believe in a God but I can relax and make my 
mind a blank." I arranged for the treatments 
and got her friend to promise to write to me 
as they left early the next morning. A few 
days later I heard: “Nina was put under the 
anaesthetic and the Professor got ready to 
operate when he discovered that there was 
nothing for him to take away. Had he not 
seen the growth with his own eyes he would 
have thought it a wrong diagnosis but he was 
completely puzzeled, so he kept her under ob- 
servation for 3 weeks and then let her go.” 
This case started my career in earnest. 


About a year later I met Charles Brodie 
Patterson, to whom I am so deeply indebted, in 
London, I was nursing a very heavy case at 
the time but as soon as I was free I went 
daily to his house and did secretarial work, 
taking down 5 or 6 of his books at dictation. 
I would like to say here that he had the most 
perfect concentration I have ever seen, He 
might be in the middle of dictating a sentence 
when a patient came, He would go away and 
when he returned an hour later, as he enter- 
ed the room he would finish the sentence and 
go on dictating as though there had been no 
interruption, He did this, not once but many 
times. 


While working with the Doctor I went on 
healing and could always get his advice. 


Then came the War which put a stop to 
everything. When it was over I studied the 
Sufi methods of healing under Inayat Khan, 
the Indian mystic who came to Europe to 
teach Sufism. While attending the classes I 
met with a very serious accident which crip- 
pled me for some time. Every bone of my 
spine was displaced; my left leg 1 1-2 inches 
shorter than the right and very severe in- 
ternal injuries. I worked for 6 months be- 


fore discovering the exact extent of the hurt, 


the medical Drs. telling me that there was 
nothing wrong with me. Then my osteopath 
made me lie up, but this was only for a short 
while as the Aunt I was staying with got 
seriously ill and I had to take night duty 
every other night. 


When I had that accident and everyone 
croaked and said that I would feel the effects 
all niy life I answered “This is the opportunity 
to prove the truth of healing and the teaching. 
If it takes the rest of my life I will prove 
that the power of God can heal me." 


It has taken just 10 years and a good deal 
of that time has geen spent nursing my rel- 
atives who have all passed on now, but I can 
say: “Thank God, I am well and whole.” 


Some years ago I came across Miss Violet 
Burton, a wonderfully spiritual woman, whose 
face shines with spirit, She is a spiritualist and 
has teachers who speak through her. She is 
absolutely unique in her work, Being the 
daughter of a great painter and herself high- 
ly cultured and artistic, she is so sensitive that 
she has attracted to herself beings of a much 
higher order .than.usual. Her classes helped to 
wake me spiritually more than any others and 
once more I began to heal but had to give it 
all up to go abroad and nurse a relative. 


During this time 1 eame across a wonderful 
magnetice healer who had just come from Scot- 
land. She had such wonderful powers that I 
icok a course of magnetic healing from her. I 
Gid not believe in the passes but, a freind 
coming in, I said to her. “Let me practice 
the passes I learnt to-day on you so that I 
may not forget them.” The first pass I made 
down her back snc jumped round and said: 
“What have you done? You have cured the 
pain in my back that I have had for 3 weeks.” 
I laughed and said: “That is impossible.” 
Bul she insisted that it was so and this made 
me see that there must be some power that 
I knew nothing about, so I studied very hard 
to learn accurately. 


Later I went to California to visit friends 
and it was about June last year that I first 
was given a copy of Weltmers Magazine. It 
ivamediately attracted me and I determined 
to come and see these wonderful people for 
myself. I came and was so interested that I 
graduated after attending all the classes. 
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Since then, as usual to me, I have had a 
year of just very ordinary work, just looking 
after a dear liltle baby, and no chance of 
going on with healing. But I feel very dif- 
ferently about it ali than before. I feel that 
all the various methods of healing and the 
various attempts at healing are to be moulded 
into one big whole and that some method of 
healing will evolve from them. Having made 
something of each my own I can now go cheer- 
fully on and face anything, giving out in my 
own way. I nave absolute faith that the 
power of God ean heal any and every illness if 
we will only make ourselves receptive to His 
Healing Fower, 

Since writing the above yesterday morning 
in the afternoon I went to see a poor negro 
woman whom I had treated the week before. 
She had had a very serious operation for can- 
cer and was now ill again and the medical 
Dr. seemed unable to do anything for her. On 
first seeing her I felt that I could not take her 
ease as she seemed so obviously near the end 
but after a talk I gave her a treatment. At 
the first touch of the hand, she jumped, and 
it seemed as though it were her spirit. In a 
few minutes all her pain had gone. She had 
two splendid days and nights before it re- 
turned. I could not see her again for 5 days, 
so treated her absently. Yesterdy, she was 
well on the high road to recovery. She had 
brought up whai seemed like two cores of 
growths, she was her normal colour, had a 
certain amount of strength and after the treat- 
ment, walked cover to her son's house. Such 
is the result of her great faith. Surely it is 
a ease of “Thy faith hath made thee whole." 

Having given a brief outline of the causes 
whieh have made me interested in healing 
and all matters appertaining thereto I would 
now like to say a few words on quite another 
matter, and that is America and Americans. 


Fractically my first contact with them was 
in Paris, where there is a large colony of 
delightful Americans. We met them and were 
friends with them for years and to our shame 
be it said they are much easier to get on with 
end much less stiff and reserved than the 
English. This is, because as a nation, we are 
very shy, I have always liked the Americans 
and have received unbound kindness from them 
that I can never forget. 


As for Nevada and the Weltmer Institute I 
have never been to any place like it and I 
learnt to like it so well that instead of going 
home I went through all sorts of difficulties 
with the American Consulate in Toronto in 
order to return. It drew me like a magnet 
and the welcome I received compensated for 
all the bothers over entering the country. Let 
me say here that my love for the country and 
its people is such that it is quite possible that 
I may return definitely to take up my abode 
and work in the country.

It brings us out from under a spiritual 
eclipse and into infinite light. Divine fruits of 
the spirit teach truth to individuals, and their 
divine personality carries with it that purest 
type of thinking. They teach that Buddha, 
Krishna, and Jesus, though human, had with- 
in them an impersonal Christ. Buddha taught 
there was no higher religion than truth; then 
came Krishna to verify it; next came Jesus 
who demonstrated it to the world. And India’s 
message contains the suggestion that Christ 
studied in the old city of Mathra and other 
India educational. centers where he qualified 
as a master and later returned by the old cara- 
van route to Egypt and taught his disciples 
how to heal the sick and lame, a power speci- 
fically emphasized by them as the legitimate 
fruits of the regenerate or higher spiritual 
life in the power and inspiration in which they 
lived. 

The Master Teacher says as to and of other 
faiths all over the world (one hundred and 
sixty-five different ones in India; six hundred 
and thirty-five in America). “Wherever God 
in man abide with prayer of wisdom, love, and 
truth, there is God’s universal church,” and 
as to man in any land, “Wherever beats a 
heart true with love and faith divine there 
lives a man of God.” In any land or clime 
such a man can speak with God’s celestial 
angels because his voice has forgotten the 
power to wound. 


She teaches that a master's soul has within 
itself a. true conception of God and his cre- 
ations. Indias message is that she listens to 
the teaehing of her masters who say this 
world is trembling on the verge of uncertainty, 
and her masters teach God's love is heaven's 
ransom; that Holiness is forgiveness personi- 
fied, and that the masters’ souls are so filled 
with the Christ life that their clarified spirit- 
ual vision enables them to see and understand 
what millions of earthly human eyes have 
never beheld. Why? Because they first learn- 
ed, in childhood, chasity and purity of char- 
acter instead of the world's vices. 


India positively thinks that no man with a 
guilty conscience can be happy in God's Uni- 
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versal Kingdom, for the peace that passeth 
all understanding springs from a conscious 
consciousness of God's infinite truth. It leaves 
you at peace with the calm sweet voice, and 
you have heaven in your heart and home. In 
a master's heart there is no secret woe, in his 
life no pain, no conflict; no disappointment in 
his daily walk along the crystalline sea of 


heaven—all because he understands God's 
truth. He knows the wisdom the master 
needs cannot be obtained from the earth. 


Buddha, Krishna, and Jesus all said we are to 
inherit the Kingdom of Heaven where an in- 
finite God is under the law of infinite free- 
dom. Thus you ean understand how Christ 
could be happy and yet hang in mortal agony 
upon the cross. It was because He understood 
the real purpose of life in the consciousness 
of eternal principles of infinite truth, upon 
which all life exists, for that constitutes wis- 
dom which is always humble, because it real- 
izes the extreme folly of individual selfishness. 
India never says do or do not follow her teach- 
ings; but she does say there is no darkness so 
deep as the rejection of light. 


India's modern, up-to-date, teachings as to 
right and wrong are positively correct where 
they say for right action we need right know- 
ledge, for right knowledge we need inward 
enlightenment, 2nd for inward enlightenment 
we need the transforming influence of a life 
of right action. "Therefore, I pray you, listen 
to her serene tcachings with their irresistible, 
pervasive essence distilled of  reverie and 
heavenly dreams. 


India teaches the students of occult science 
that when they become consciously conscious 
of the certainty of that pure divine holiness in 
themselves that they will not experience any 
change of spirits or any fear of death, or any 
nervous shock at losing this life. She teaches 
the student how to acquire religion and how 
to obtain a perfect knowledge of the purity 
and strength of the religious teachings of the 
sages, masters, adepts, priests, rabbis, and or- 
thodox ministers; to obtain it by listening to 
all teachers and preachers of all and every 
pure religious rite teaching knowledge of the 


soul, and when listening pray for the light of 
the supreme soul to shine upon it; then you 
understand the teacher and that the love of 


universal brotherhood demonstrates your at- 
tunement with God and shows that all real ex- 
istence depends upon the supreme soul for its 
subsistence and is manifested by various ex- 
pressions and demonstrations of divine teach- 
ings of infinite intelligenee. She would have 
you believe the soul to be the guardian angel 
of spirit and consciousness, and the pheno- 
menal world a display of the realm of the 
divine mind in the same manner as the 
Utopia and Elysium display the imaginary 
dominions Tormied in the minds of men. She 
teaches us to know the true entity to be a pure 
unity which is the positive reality remaining 
in common with all objects; to know his unity 
as the totality of beings and to rely on the 
universal category of the One Being. 

With permission of Dr. Bnagat Singh Thind, 
I desire to colaborate at this moment by copy- 
ing the following from his Divine Wisdom, 
volume number fifty-nine. No one can give 
a truer message of India than Dr. Thind, whom 
all the world will some day call blessed. 

“The world today moves through an indis- 
pensable interregnum of free thought and 
máterialism to a newer synthesis of religious 
thought and experience, à new religious world 
life, free from intolerance, yet full of faith and 
fervor, accepting all forms of religion because 
it has unshaken faith in the One. 

*The religion which embraces science and 
foith, Hinduism, Sikrism, Janinism, Theism, 
Christianity, Mohammedanism, and Buddhism, 
yet being none of these, is that to which the 
World Spirit moves. 'The world rejects noth- 
ing but insists on testing and experiencing, it 
turns to its use that which it needs. 

“In this we find the basis of the future 
world religion. Its real and most authoritative 
seripture is in the heart in which the eternal 
kas His dwelling. 

“Tt is in our spiritual experiences that we 
shall find the proof and the source of the 
world's scriptures—the law of knowledge, of 
love and conduct. the basis and inspiration of 
all action. 


“This is the message of India. She is awake 
today not to survive, but to conquer with this 
message the peoples of the world. 


“The time has come when you must take 
the great step and arise out of a material ex- 
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istence into the higher, deeper, and wider life 
towards which humanity moves. 


“The problems which have troubled man- 
kind can be solved only by finding the king- 
dom within: not by harnessing the forces of 
Mature to service, comfort, and luxury, but 
by mastering ihe forces of the intellect and 
the spirit; by vindicating the freedom of man 
within as well as without; and by conquering 
from within, external Nature." 


In conclusion, I again wander from my sub- 
ject to give you more personal experiences. 
In addition to some of my first Sunday's 
lesson, I will conclude with my last day in 
school. This farewell prayer was after forty- 
cight hours of experience in suspended ani- 
mation, a message to you today as was given 
me on my departure from India to America, 
2 divine injunction voiced by that immortal 
Master on July 1, fifty years ago: He said 
to me, “I trust some day, that other Ameri- 
cans can go, as you have done, go out with 
me into that vast sea of mind where the 
ihought realm is tuned in on infinite harmony 
and listen with me to the voices of some of 
the souls who have gained wisdom through 
infinite intelligence, that they may be able, 
as did we, to visualize those immortal souls 
on before, even hear the music of their golden 
voices and harp strings with threads of in- 
finite truth by divine wisdom and iet it bring 
to them harmony and symphony of angel- 
tened music that will harmonize with their 
heart chords and make for them a heaven on 
earth to prove the beauty and love of the 
teachings of India. This is my message to 
them and to all the world. You and I will 
meet again, each time that vision that comes 
with projection shows us that broad horizon 
of celestial beauty and reveals the divine in- 
telligence that we impart when in rapport 
with the celestial souls. The spirit of triune 
man is divine intelligence where we stand 
aghast looking at infinite truth, and that spirit 
is fathey of all, omnipresent, omnipotent, and 
omniscient Wisdom, Love, Truth, and Intelli- 
gence in which, through which and of which 
all things are produced. Spiritual mind is 
life-giving and some time, somewhere, Theor- 
ica will come from that vellum scroll by Theo- 


dotus,

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THE 1930 CONVENTION 


AT THE WELTMER INSTITUTE, NEVADA, MISSOURI 


We had a great Convention. There was only 
one thing lacking; some of you did not come 
The success of a family reunion depends main- 
ly upon the gathering of the family. If some 
of the folks fail to get there it lacks just that 
much of being a reunion. I hope next year 
every one of you will be here when the Con- 
vention meets. If you start planning now you 
certainly will be able to make it. 

The Convention this year was chiefly char- 
acterized by a beautiful spirit of harmony. 1f 
there was one discordant note it was muted. 
It certainly did not distrub the harmony of 
the whole. Every visitor seemed intent on 
one object, that of achiving the will of Divine 
Wisdom in the result of their deliberations. 

The lectures were very fine this year and 
the experience meetings were enthusiastically 
attended and participated in. 

The course of lectures on the Metaphysical 
Laws of Prosperity were so well received and 
were felt to be so valuable that it was de- 
cided to mimeograph 500 copies of a brief, 
easily mastered edition to give to each paid up 
member of the American Suggestive Ther- 
apeutical Association.

Nominations, Mrs. J. C. Bowen, Mr. J. R. 


Kuhns, Mrs. E. A. Barron. Ways and Means, 
Mrs. May Wilson, Mrs. R. W. Warriner, and 
Miss Mable Boyd. Resolutions, Mrs. J. F. 
Hansche, Miss Juanita Branscombe. Time and 
Place, Mrs. Emma Mueller, Miss Camillus 
Collings. 


Monday evening the Convention enjoyed a 
very inspiring address “The Secret Power” by 
Dr. Henry C. Blanford. 


Tuesday the second day of the Convention, 
followed the usual routine until noon, Spiritual 
Unfoldment at 9, Metaphysical Laws of Pros- 
perity at 9:45 and publie lecture by Ernest 
Weltmer at noon, Afternoon Convention sess- 
ions began with a clinie at 1 o'clock, This 
clinic was attended by all the active members 
of the Association and it was marked by spirit- 
ed discussions of methods of treatment and re- 
sults under the leadership of various active 
professional members. ‘This was one of the 
éutstanding features of the Convention and 
the officers usually found some difficulty in 
bringing the clinic to a close so that the open 
sessions of the Convention might be held.

Weltmer; Fourth Vice President, Mrs. A. E. 
Wilson; Secretary and Treasurer, Edward B. 
Stone. For Directors: Ernest Weltmer, Dr. E. 
H. L. Page, Mrs, R. W. Warriner, J. R. Kuhns. 
The Convention accepted the slate offered by 
the Committee and the elections were made 
according to that plan. 

The Ways and Means Committee suggested 
that the Association buy 500 copies of Ernest 
Weltmer's course of Metaphysical Laws of 
Prosperity so that a copy of this course might 
be supplied to each member of the Association 
who has paid his dues for 1931, until the 500 
copies had been distributed. This was done. 

The evening session was given into the 
charge of the ladies of the Convention. They 
produced a very enjoyable program and an 
address was given by Dr. E. B. Stone on “The 
Achievements and The Needs of the Weltmer 
Foundation.” 

Friday, the fina] day of the Convention, the 
usual morning program was followed, except 
that the noon lecture was given by Dr. Bland- 
ford who told about some of his experiences as 
a healer and public lecturer.

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THE HEART OF A CHILD 


The Third of a Series of Talks on Child Problems, Broadcasted from WBAP— 
Fort Worth, Texas, April 9, 1930, by Ernest Weltmer. 


I am not trying to tell the rest of you how 
to raise your children. I am trying to tell you 
something about the way the things that hap- 
pen to the littie child affect its whole life, 
some of the general principles of living that 
will help you to work out your problems with 
your children. I am also trying to tell all sorts 
of people how the things that happened to 
them in their own childhood have influenced 
and are still influencing their lives and how 
they can help themselves to get out of the dif- 
ficulties that they are in on account of these 
things. 

I am talking to you in this aritcle about the 
heart of a child, the child you have been 
quite as well as the child whose life you are 
trying to guide into ways of usefulness and 
fruitful.living. I am talking about the heart 
of most of you as you are today at any age, 
for most of you liave never grown up and you 
are still trying to meet life's grown-up prob- 
lems with the heart of a child. 

, Maybe some of you resent the statement 
that you are not grown up. Such resentment 
is one of the signs that I am right. When we 
meet life with resentments and hurt feelings 
and so long as folk ean hurt our feelings and 
make us mad we are still babies at heart, no 
matter how many years we may have lived. 

Many of our difficulties in dealing with the 
problems of life come from the effort to deal 
with them as litle children deal with things 
instead of being able to handle them as grown 
up men and women handle things. 

One of these childish habits of ours that 
shows that we are not grown up is the habit 
of putting off anpleasant tasks. 

Another very common childish trait is that 

of seeking for approval. 
s Probably the most common and the most 
important of these childish habits is the habit 
of believing things because we wish to believe 
them and of denying things that we do not 
like without proof that they are not what they 
appear to be. i 

When my son Pierre was a little boy he 
wW ould close his eyes when we tried to induce 
him te eat somthing he did not like. When 


my daughter Denise was a baby she would 
put her hands over her ears when she did not 
like what we were teling her. They were 
denying reality What they did not see or 
did not hear, did not exist, they felt. 

We expect such reactions in children and 
they are characteristis of that age, but when 
we grow older in years and still try to deny 
reality, ignore it or substitute fantasies for 
reality, we are acting like children and we 
are making troubles for ourselves. Most folk 
believe what they wish to believe but not what 
they have any adequate reason to believe. Very 
few are able to pursue any course of study 
honestly, without reservation as to its out- 
come. Very few can be convinced of the truth 
of an unwelcome fact. This is a childish trait 
which obstructs the spread of knowledge and 
the developmen: of civilization. 


Another very hurtful childish trait is that 
which makes us all inveterate pleasure seek- 
ers, We are hot in the world merely to have 
a good time here or hereafter. We are here 
to fulfill our lives, that is, to achieve our 
greatest possibilities, to do the things that 
we are fitted to do. The reward of living in 
barmony with the laws of nature and the pur- 
poses of our being will be the greatest happi- 
ness we can know, but we can neither find 
the purposes of our lives nor fulfill our lives 
and win the happiness which is its just re- 
ward, by continuing childishly to seek pleas- 
ure. 


Since I am quite sure that practically all 
my readers are, like myself, only about half 
grown up, and since it is necessary for us to 
understand ourselves before we can  under- 
stand others, and especially before we can 
bring wholesome, influences into the lives of 
our children, T want to ask all the half-grown- 
ups who are reading these words to remember 
while I am talking to them about the heart 
of a child, that our goal in dealing with our 
children must be to avoid arresting their de- 
velopment and hold them forever bound to in- 
fancy. We must help them to grow up. 


To help them to grow up it is sometimes

necessary for us to start ourselves to growing 
up or at least to understand why we are not 
grown up and how we can avoid interfering 
with their development. I have seen many a 
child who had emotionally outgrown its 
parents. I have in mind a mother whose 
daughter has far outgrown her but who has 
never grown up enough to allow her daughter 
—herself a mother—to haye authority over 
her own life. This is one of the childish traits 
of grown-ups against which we will have to 
guard ourselves when dealing with our child- 
ven. We must learn to free them from our 
childish dominations and allow them to own 
themselves and tc live their own lives. But 
that is enough about us, let us see what we 
(ind in the heart of a child: 

A baby comes into the world a stranger, 
without language, without knowledge of the 
eustoms and conditions of the world and with 
a very incomplete, body and an undeveloped 
mind. It is possessed of a few instincts, but 
both its instinctive and physical endowments 
are so meager that without the care of the 
mother it must perish. Its life is the product 
of creative impulse which appears in conscious- 
ness as the desire to live. This desire to live 
soon comes to mean the desire for food, bodily 
comfort, the performance of its simple func- 
tions and the experience of the satisfactions 
which result from these. 

Baby thinks a great deal more than we give 
him credit for. We imagine because he can 
not talk and can not even understand what we 
say to him that he does not think. We have 
that same feeling about people in a foreign 
country who neither, understand nor speak our 
language. Of course, we know that they think 
but we really feel that they don't. At any rate 
that was my expérience one time when I found 
myself among people who not only could not 
understand or speak my language but could 
not even understand their own, when I spoke 
it. Baby thinks but he thinks in desires and 
feelings. I have often felt when I have look- 
ed into the eyes of my babies, that if I could 
only reàd the minds that looked out at me 
from so far behiud those steady eyes I would 
not need to ask myself and life so many fool- 
ish questions. 

Baby thinks and baby knows far more than 
we imagine. Baby sees behind the mask we 
wear, he looks into our hearts and sees the 


coward hiding there or sees the man, the noble 
soul that othevs miss. I have often thought 
I found forgiveness in his kiss for what he 
saw me try to hide, but what he still could 
see and still forgive. 


Baby has a limitless capacity for for- 
giveness. This is one of the traits of child- 
hood that we would do well to keep. My 
babies have shamed me many times after I 
have impulsively forfeited all rights. to their 
confidence in me. Even when sometimes they 
have been fully aware of the injustices they 
have endured they still have given love to 
me, have offered me a place in their hearts 
that my conduct nas not deserved. "The heart 
of a child is the tender smile of God's love for 
his children. : 


The heart of a child is a battle-ground of 
conflicting feelings. Its strong desires have 
not yet been weakened by frustrations nor 
checked by habitual inhibitions. Divine pur- 
pose, embodied in the child, with its infinite 
variety of possibilities, finds the beginnings of 
expression is the child’s desires. 

These desires aie for the most part formless. 
As the feelings, with which the child reacts to 
the world, create interests and tendencies, its 
desires are given various directions, any di- 
rections that the life-powers of mankind may 
take, 


What purpose blooms in beauty, 
And fruits in noble deeds, 

What soul steadfast in duty, 
Awake and quick to human needs, 

What ruler kingly wisdom shows, 
Life's every act, Life's every part, 

And every purpose mankind knows, 
First seeds ond grows in some 

heart.
